GOVERNOR  DUMMER  OPENS 

WITH  RECORD  ENROLLMENT 


Last  June  Governor  Dummer  graduated 
sixty-three  boys,  fifty-eight  seniors  and  five 
postgraduates.  Sixty-one  members  of  the 
class  applied  for  admission  to  college  and 
fifty-eight  were  admitted,  all  but  one  to  the 
college  of  his  official  first  choice.  The  two 
seniors  who  did  not  apply  for  admission  to 
college  and  two  of  the  three  whose  applica- 
tions were  unsuccessful  have  returned  to  the 
Academy  for  post-graduate  work. 

Forty-three  members  of  the  class  made 
application  at  colleges  which  require  from 
all  applicants  tests  given  by  the  College  En- 
trance Examination  Board.

PRESIDENT  OF  ALUMNI 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation took  place  on  Saturday,  October  8, 
in  the  Cobb  Room  of  the  Phillips  Building. 
The  following  officers  of  the  Association 
were  elected:  Gerald  May  '26,  President; 
John  J.  Bell  '38,  Vice-President;  Percy  A. 
Goodale,  Jr.  '36,  Secretary-Treasurer;  and 
Phillip  W.  Lees  '38  and  Paul  S.  Morgan  '41, 
Executive  Committee.  Richard  B.  Curtis

Governor  Dummer  opened  its  187th  year 
on  Tuesday,  September  20,  with  a  record 
enrollment  of  217  boys.  Because  of  the  great 
number  of  well-qualified  applicants,  every 
room  was  filled  and  many  candidates  had 
to  be  refused  admission. 

This  year  nineteen  states,  Alaska,  and 
two  foreign  countries  are  represented  on 
the  Academy's  roster;  and,  as  usual,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  resident  students  come 
from  outside  New  England.  There  are 
thirty  boys  from  New  York,  ten  from  New 
Hampshire,  nine  each  from  Connecticut 
and  Maine,  and  eight  each  from  Rhode 
Island  and  Illinois.  Ohio  has  six,  and  Texas 
and  New  Jersey  each  have  five.  There  are 
three  from  Pennsylvania  and  two  each  from 
Indiana,  Missouri,  and  Vermont.  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma,  and 
Virginia  are  also  represented  on  the  roster, 
as  are  Alaska,  Italy,  and  Sweden.

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EDITORIAL 

This  school  year  opened  with  the  whole 
student  body  in  high  spirits.  At  the  first 
vesper  service,  five  days  after  the  return 
to  school,  the  singing  was  magnificent,  and 
Mr.  Eames  subsequently  congratulated  the 
school  on  what  he  called  one  of  the  best  first 
services  ever  held.  The  large  group  of  stu- 
dents who  went  to  Groton  to  cheer  on  the 
team  at  its  first  football  game  was  another 
indication  of  the  enthusiasm  with  which 
the  new  academic  year  has  opened. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  such  great  enthu- 
siasm is,  no  doubt,  the  rapidly  approaching 
completion  of  the  new  gymnasium.  It  is 
hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  whole 
school  is  keenly  interested  in  the  completion 
of  that  building  and  regards  it  with  grati- 
tude for  those  who  have  made  it  possible. 
Another  reason  for  enthusiasm  is  the  new 
tennis  courts  near  Whipple  Field,  likewise 
built  by  generous  gifts  from  friends  and  well- 
wishers  of  the  school. 

With  such  support  and  with  such  en- 
thusiasm this  year  should  be  a  record- 
breaker.  We  should  all  see  that  it  is, — on 
the  athletic  field,  in  the  classroom,  and  all 
the  other  activities  of  the  school.  The  good 
feeling  between  old  boys  and  new  boys  and 
between  the  whole  student  body  and  the 
masters  should  be  a  large  factor  in  har- 
monious relations  this  year.

During  the  past  summer  word  was  re- 
ceived at  the  Academy  of  the  death  on  June 
15  at  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  of  former 
Headmaster  Charles  S.  Ingham. 

Although  Dr.  Ingham  retired  from  his 
post  as  headmaster  of  the  Academy  in 
June,  1930,  and  has  since  that  time  lived  in 
Connecticut,  his  was  still  a  familiar  name 
and  figure  on  the  campus  and  he  was  per- 
sonally known  to  a  number  of  boys  now  at 
school.  His  last  visit  to  the  school  occurred 
in  June,  1947,  when  he  spoke  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  Ingham  House,  the  new  brick  dormi- 
tory named  in  his  honor.  A  bust  of  Dr.  Ing- 
ham, sculptured  by  Elisabeth  Gordon 
Chandler,  occupies  a  prominent  place  in  the 
colonnade  of  that  building,  and  his  portrait 
hangs  over  the  fireplace  in  the  Noyes  library. 

Graduated  From  Yale  in  1891 
Dr.  Ingham  was  born  January  11,  1867, 
at  Saybrook,  Connecticut,  the  son  of  Samuel 
Kellogg  and  Lydia  (Ayer)  Ingham.  He  was 
graduated  from  Yale  University  with  the 
Class  of  1891.  For  two  years  thereafter  he 
taught  at  the  Holbrook  Military  School  of 
Ossining,  New  1  ork.  In  1893  he  returned  to 
"i  ale  for  three  years  of  graduate  study  in 
classics.  During  this  period  he  held  one  of 
the  Foote  Fellowships  and  was  also  an  as- 
sistant examiner  at  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
School.  In  June  1896,  he  received  the  Ph.  D. 
degree  and  remained  at  Yale  as  an  instructor 
in  Yale  College  and  the  Sheffield  Scientific 
School  until  1900. 

On  June  21,  1898,  he  married  Clara  Louise 
Northrop  of  Middletown,  Connecticut. 

From  1900  to  1905,  Dr.  Ingham  was  house- 
master at  the  Washington  (D.C.)  School  for 
Boys,  and  from  1905  to  1907  he  served  as 
principal  of  Marston's  University  School  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland. 

Came  to  Governor  Dummer  in  1907 
In  1907  he  was  appointed  headmaster  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy,  South  By- 
field,  Massachusetts,  a  position  he  occupied 
until  his  retirement  in  1930.  Under  Dr. 
Ingham's  guidance,  the  Academy  enjoyed  a 
remarkable  period  of  growth,  not  only  in 
number  of  students  but  in  physical  plant  as 
well.  Among  the  buildings  dating  from  the 
period  of  his  headmastership  are  the  Noyes 
Library,  four  of  the  dormitories,  and  the 
Lang  Gymnasium.
